Lieutenant W. J. Ralphs, who. was in 
the service of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China, is reported 
to. have been Killed in the recent fight-' 
ing in France. He’ was. well-known ‘in 
Shanghai in many spheres .of activity, 
but first and foremost as a volunteer and 
one if th: keenest and most enthusiastic 
members the Shanghai Light Horsa has 
ever known, He rapidly rose thorough 
the ranks and received a commigaion in 
1912,..taking command ef the unit soon 
afterwards. Lieutenant Ralphs was a 
wellkiown figure at paper hunts, of 
which he was several times heavyweight 
winner, and hp alsq met with success as 
a jockey in. the: Kiangwan Gymkhana 
Mectings.

As an. instru- 
ment of war tho grenade was discarded 
in the early part of the reign of Queen 
Anne, but the name " Grenadier’. was 
retained for a regiment of Guards, -and 
mnany of the premuer regiments continued 
to be known-as fusiliers... his circum- 
atance 1m part explains the survival of a

totich «with ‘the new order of things. 
Another explanation ia found in the fine
